OOKING like something out of a bad dream, 
^ here is the huge 55 foot snow*tru tse r which 
will carry Admiral Byrd and bis party over the 
Antarctic wastes during the coming year to claim 
more land for America. 
The cruiser, which was 
designed by the Arm our Institute of Technology, 
has all the com forts of home, and the facilities of 
a good laboratory. 
Should Admiral Byrd wish to 
look at the stars, he needs only to lie back in his 
bed and gaxe through a set of perm anently m ount­ 
ed binoculars. Should he w ant to fly over the pole, 
he needs only o v y upstairs, step into the airplane 
which Is carried aic a-back od the cruiser, and 
warm dp tn# ..... 
for a takeoff while the port­ 


able derrick sets the plane down upon the ice. 
The snow cruiser is one of the largest single 
i ransportation units ever built. 
Perhaps its most 
fantastic feature ia the wheels. 
These are ten 
feet high, tired by the largest rubber tires ever 
built. 
They are Individually powered by electric 
motors set in the wheel spindles. 
They run on 
Timken roller bearings twenty-four inches in diam­ 
eter, the largest roller bearings ever built to be 
mounted in wheels. 
They are far bigger than the 
roller bearings on the drive wheels of the largest 
and most powerful locomotive ever built. 
The wheels slide up and down vertically by 
means of a nydraulic arrangem ent, making it 
possible for the cruiser to manouver the large 
chasms frequently encountered in the Antarctic. 
In the picture above, the cruiser is shown ma- 
nouveil'ig a 15 foot chasm by means of lifting the 
front wheels, lowering the back wheels for power, 
and sliding the front end acioss the chasm. 
With 
tne front wheels on the other side of the chasm, 
they will be lowered, the rear wheels lifted, and 
' the rear of the cruiser will be dragged, toboggan 
fashion, across the opcuing. 
Because the cruiser is expected to leave its base 
in Little America and be away for perhaps two 
years, evtry precaution has been taken to insure 
a safe journey. Two spare tires will be taken, and 
an ample supply of spare parts with which the 
cruiser may be repaired. Only the roller bearings 
are not to be safeguarded with an extra set. P re­ 
cision engineered to accuracy limits of 1/lO.OOOth 
of an inch and m anufactured of super-hard steel, 
modern tapered roller bearings are one of the most 
perfect mechanical achievements of science. Even 
under the gruelling strains of railroad service, fail­ 
ures rarely occur. 
Yet to make doubly sure, the 
snow cruiser’s bearings were made 625% m ore 
powerful than the expected load necessitated.

His part in the

alism,” however, gained for him 
a noted place in Missouri’s galaxy 
of outstanding newspaper men.

Although millions are familiar 
with 
the 
haunting 
strains 
of 
"Missouri Waltz," few have any 
inkling of its strange origin. Back 
in 1913, John Valentine Eppel, a 
local band leader in Oskaloosa, 
Iowa, 
was 
playing dance jobs 
around Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska 
and that part of the country. In his 
travels he heard an old banjo 
player playing a weird strain over 
and over, which seemed to engrave 
itself on Eppel’s mind. When Eppel 
asked the fellow where he had 
picked up this strain, the old banjo- 
ist replied: "It’s as old as the hills, 
mister. My grandfather taught it 
to me. He got It from some Indian 
in South Dakota. 
Weeks later Eppel mentioned 
the incident to Frederick Knight 
Logan, native of Oskaloosa who 


had toured the country as a musi­ 
cal director for several musical 
comedy stars and had tried his 
hand at composing. Eppel told 
Logan he could remember the 
strain, but that he was not a com­ 
poser or arranger and didn’t know 
what to do with it. Logan offered 
to develop the idea In the mean­ 
time, however, it was arranged so 
that the orchestra could fake the 
number and play it at various 
dances. It didn’t have a title, so 
when any one asked what it was— 
and there were plenty of requests 
for the name of the number — 
Eppel, recalling where he had 
picked up the tune, said "Missouri 
Waltz," and the title “Missouri" 
stuck. Logan embellished the num­ 
ber into its present form, arranged 
it for dance and had copies printed.

Forster Enters S w ir 
Fred Forster, a Chicago music 
Jobber at the time, was getting or­ 
ders for two and three copies of 
“Missouri Waltz." 
but couldn't 
All them, as he didn't know who 
published the numbers. He made 
inquiries of other music men with­ 
out success. Chance threw him in 
contact with a hand leader who 
had received a copy from Logan. 
Forster immediately wired Logan 
for copies, and when they arrived 
had his piano player run over the 
song. Despite the tact that Forster 
thought it was a hit tune, every 
one of his friends and acquaint­ 
ances called the waltz a joke with 
no commercial value. 
Forster laughed at their predic­ 
tions and tried to interest the big 
New York publishers in "Missouri 
Waltz," but none wanted any part 
of it. Disgusted with their lack of 
foresight. Forster decided to pub­ 
lish "Missouri W altz” at his own 
•xpense. Friends tried to talk him 
out of the idea, but he turned a 
deaf ear and brought Logan to 
Chicago. 


M ikes Deal For Waltz 
Forster acquired the waltz from ! 


Logan In return for a 5-cent royalty 
contract and a promise to put his 
bank roll behind Its exploitation. 
After having a lyric written for 
"Missouri Waltz,” Forster pub­ 
lished it and sent copies to all job­ 
bers and syndicate stores, only to 
discover that the trade wanted no 
part of his crazy tune.

If you use a finer camera 
with anastigmat lens, you should 
also have a “G” filter (deep yellow) 
and an “A” filter (light red); but if 
you decide to get Just one filter at 
the start, choose the medium yellow.

Pic­ 
tures taken through it show an im­ 
proved rendering, of tone values,

The “G” and “A” are “contrast” 
filters, for special effects. The “G” 
darkens a blue sky considerably, and 
is useful for dramatic renderings. 
The “A” filter darkens blue still 
more—so that, for example, a white 
building can be made to Btand out 
against an almost black sky in a pic­ 
ture, These filters also lighten ob­ 
jects of their own colors, making 
them appear brighter-than-normal in 
the print. 
Each filter calls for some increase 
in exposure, depending on the film 
you use. Instructions covering this 
point are generally packed with the 
filter, and are quite easy to follow. 
An exposure factor of 2, for example, 
simply means to double the expo­ 
sure. This would be accomplished 
by using the next larger lens open­ 
ing—such as, f/8 instead of f/11. 
Filters are simple to use . . . and 
can add materially to the quality 
and interest of your pictures.

Song'n S trange O rigin 
Although millions are familiar 
with 
the

of 
* Missouri Waltz." few have any 
Inkling of its strange origin. Back 
in 1913, John Valentine Eppel, a 
local band leader in Oakaloosa, 
Iowa, 
was 
playing dance jobs 
around Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska 
and that part of the country. In his 
travels he heard an old banjo 
player playing a weird strain over 
and over, which seemed to engrave 
itself on Eppel's mind. When Eppel 
asked the fellow where he had 
picked up this strain, the old banjo- 
1st replied: “It’a as old as the hills, 
mister. My grandfather taught It 
to me. He got it from tome Indian 
in South Dakota 
Weeks later Eppel mentioned 
the Incident to Frederick Knight 
Log„n, native of Oskalooaa who 


had toured the country at a musi­ 
cal director for several musical 
comedy »tars and had tried his 
hand at composing. Eppel told 
Logan he could remember the 
strain, but that he was not a com­ 
poser or arranger and didn't know 
what to do with it. Logan offered 
to develop the Idea In the mean­ 
time, however. It was arranged so 
that ths orchestra could fake the 
number and play it at various 
dances. It didn’t have a title, eo 
when any one asked what it was— 
and there were plenty of requests 
for the name of the number — 
Eppel, recalling where he had 
picked up the tune, said "Missouri 
Waltz," and the title "Missouri" 
stuck. Logan embellished the num­ 
ber Into Its present form, arranged 
it for dance and had copies printed. 
He sent several hundred dance or­ 
chestrations to other leader« tie 
knew. Then waited for months, but 
nothing happened < 
Forster F.nter» Srroe 
Fred Forster, a Chicago music 
jobber at the time, was getting or­ 
ders for two and three copies of 
"Missouri W altz" 
but 
couldn't 
All them as he didn't know who 
published the numbers. He made 
Inquiries of other mush men with­ 
out success Chance threw him in 
contact with a band leader who 
had received a copy from Ixigan. 
Forster Immediately wired Logan 
for copies, and when tiiey arrived 
had his piano player run over the 
song Despite the fact that Forster 
thought it was a hit tune, every 
one of his friends and acquaint­ 
ances called the waltz a joke with 
no commercial value. 
Forster laughed at their predic­ 
tions and tried to interest the big 
New York publishers In "Missouri 
Waltz," but none wnnted any part 
of it. Disgusted with their lack of 
foresight, Forster decided to pub­ 
lish "Missouri Waltz" at his own 
•xpense. Friends tried to talk him 
out of th# idea, but he turned a 
deaf ear and brought Logan to 
Chicago 


Makes Deal For W .lu 
Forster acquired the waltz from 


Logan in return for a B-cent royalty 
contract and a promise to put his 
bank roll behind its exploitation 
After having a lyric written for 
"Missouri Waltz,” Forster pub­ 
lished it and sent copies to all job 
bers and syndicate stores, only to 
discover that the trade wanted no 
part of his crazy tune. Next he 
mailed out several thousand dance 
orchestrations and waited A month 
passed without anything happen­ 
ing. In the meantime his family 
and friends were trying to show 
him he was chasing a rainbow 
Even recording companies laughed 
st him when he asked them to re­ 
cord "Missouri Waltz." 
• One recording manager sarcas­ 
tically 
remarked, 
"Why, 
Fred, 
you’re just breaking your hack 
trying to push a Missouri mule ” 
Forster didn't share the man­ 
agers opinion and kept pegging 
away Suddenly the sunshine be­ 
gan to Alter through the dark 
clouds. Orders began to arrive in 
small lots. 


T urning I'oint Arrises 
One day a telegram came from 
Seattle for one thousand copies of 
"Missouri Waltz.” Thinking some­ 
body might be playing a joke on 
him. Forster wired for confirma­ 
tion, and when It came he knew 
his troubles were over. The popu­ 
larity of "Missouri Waltz ' spread 
like an epidemic and within the 
next six months Forster sold sev­ 
eral million copies 
at approxi­ 
mately twenty cents a copy. Re­ 
cording managers who had scorned 
the waltz now were working night 
and day to meet the demand for 
records. Forster cleaned up a for­ 
tune from the sales of music and 
record royalties, a generous part 
of which went to Logan, who h! 
Eppel’s continued lnsialet.ee had 
bought out Eppel’s Interest before 
Forster took over the waltz.

Issued in 1914. it has been hearl 
consistently on stage, screen ani 
radio and has been a steady seller.
